terial nsed in the manufacture of the 
feed sold by the firm. 


Search was at once made for victims 
of the accident, and Mr. W. C. Fisk, 
one of the proprietors, was pulled out 
of the wrecK in a semi uacunacious 
cinidition.

bidly scalded ab)ut the

It ii quite evident that the creators 
of the fabrics intended 
for the 
winter's toilettes of our fair damee 
and demoiHslleei, have somehow been 
impres ed with the belief that we are 
to have a cold winter, and, having 
gone to work on that principle, have 
prepared materialto suit such require- 
ment-M. Whether this haa been the 
result of scientific observations re 
mains to be seen. Our weather prophets 
do sometimes make mistakes in their 
calculations and predictions, but as 
they assure us that one cannot always 
tell beforehand "what is going to hap- 
pen next" when bo many planets get 
into conjunction, ^specially the big 
planets, we have perhaps no reason 
for distrust of their science or their 
prophecies. 


It would be a little odd and embar- 
rassing, however, if it should turn out 
to be an open winter after all, with 
these many hea?y plushes, and eise'e 
velvets, and warm cheviot cloths, for 
it happens also that it is quite imper- 
ative in the newest combinations of 
materia], that these heaviest fabrics 
should go to form the waists, and 
bafiquefi, and polonaises, and jackets, 
through all the range of feminine toil- 
ettes. 


It is therefore to be hoped that we 
shall have a cold winter, at least cold 
endlkgh to make these elegant fabrics 
as comfortable as they are beautiful, 
so that there will be no drawbacks in 
the enjoyments of them. For they 
are so soft to the touch, so beautiful 
in their rich lustres, so grateful in 
their refined and becoming tints, that 
should Jupiter, and Saturn,and Mars, 
and all the other stellar dignitaries, 
succeed in persuading the sun to send 
us a tropical summer instead of our 
ordinary winter, the despair of us 
would be more than pitiful. It would 
be tragic. 


How in the presence of these lovely 
things there can be any general exodus 
of the fair followers of fashion to 
Florida, or the far south, this coming 
winter is past understanding, but it is 
safe to predict, that if manufactures 
go on to greater perfection in winter 
labrics, that « reaction will take 
place in travel, and these Arabs of 
fashion will take their piivileges of 
seal-skin, 'and pushei», and the bro- 
caded velvets, around the North Pole 
for the summer months in the future. 
It is therefore to be understood that 
this is what may be called a "fabric 
season" as material is the moat promi ' 
nent idea in construction. In fact 
there is but little change in the fash- 
ions or models of dresses from the late 
season. There are yet basques, jack- 
ets, round waist«, polonaises, over- 
skirtc, and round skirts, all very much 
a^ they have been, and all equally 
fashionable for various toilettes, tak- 
ing on a peculiar and distinctive style 
from the material of which they are 
made, and the happy choice of the 
new colors in the combination of 
material. 


In the construction of toilets the 
following princijples prevail. If plush 
or cisele velvet is used in the gown of 
the period, it will go, as a general rule, 
to form the basque entire, or if the 
waist 
ia a 
jicket or 
polonaise, 
or the round waist, the same rule 
holds 
good. 
In 
these 
cases 
the skirt will consist of satin, the 
lustrous silks, or may haps of smooth 
surfaced and highly finished wool 
goods. It will have an overskirt of 
the same material as the waist, if 
this is not the polonaise, and very 
ofte^d^ lower edge of the skirt will 
hav^band of the plush about it. 


A variation from this principle oc- 
curs in the elegant toilettes, where the 
entire toilette is made of the plain 
surfaced goods as of silk or satin, in 
which case the plush ia used for the 
collar, the cuffs, and to border the 
overskirt and the lower skirt, and 
often the belt The addition of hand- 
some silk cords of crotcheted buttons 
also, and passamenterie trimmings, to 
any of these combinations of bro- 
cades and plush with satin and silk, is 
very effective. 


Overskirt» are made in various 
ways. 
They sometimes consist of 
little 
more 
than 
a broad scarf 
about 
the 
figure 
just 
below 
basque 
line, 
very 
much 
drapra high over the 
are long full aprons 
draped high, and finishing in the up- 
per part under the coat-like lappels of 
the basque behind, while the lower 
part#of the apron at the sides, flows 
free with equar earners. This stvle of

bordered. 
Another fashion of over-skirts consists 
of a fanciful arrangement of the 
over-skirt in shawl fhape points, thr 
two shawl points opening at

It wm i»owe>ver 
be understood that coats of 
worn with satin skirts and tiimmed 
With plush, are the leading style. The 
use of brocades for lower skirts is also 
conspicious in French costumes with 
these plushes and.the classic velvets, 
via: the old fashioned plain velvets 
with the jacket or basque waist. 


Old f^hioned silk is indeed and 
truly old fashioned. It lacks the 
lustre that is the necessary and dis- 
tinguishing 
characteristic 
of the 
toilettes of the moment, and is under 
a ban. The dull finish of woolens ia 
preferable to these half way attempts 
of silk at lustre and it is considered 
better style to choose an all wool cos- 
tume brightened by the 
lustrous 
pluahes or facings of satin, than to 
turn, with any hope of style, to the old 
fashioned and reliable black silk. 


Very 
little of the gay , Persian 
brocade is now used even with woolen 
suits, the fancy being 
for single 
colors and one tone, the contests 
showing in the combinations of ma- 
terial. The most elegant of the eisele 
velvets are raised velvet figures on a 
ground of satin of the same color, 
though there are many of these chosen 
where the revised figures show a con- 
trast of color to the back ground. 


Wool dreaaea, left over from last 
year, m<iy be made useful and even 
fashionable by leaving the skirts as 
they now art^, and using instead of 
the waist a basque of plush or bro- 
cade of mixed, wool or silk. 
The 
large plaids, especially those of fine 
line, are used for this, and also for 
borders. The most exclusive modiste* 
commend the solid colored wool goods 
of silk and camel's hair for entire 
costumes, and so that the choice of 
color is judicious and the material 
gives evidence of handsome silk in 
union with it, as for facings and lin- 
ings, all is well. 
These colors should 
be plum, seal-brown, the handsome 
dark-greens, the wine-colors and ma- 
roons. An elegant finish for these 
costumes ia many rowa of stitching, 
done in an ether shade of the pre- 
vailing color. A good dea' of satin- 
de-Lyoa is used ia the construction 
of these toilets. There are some ele- 
gant wool toilettes of the handkerchief 
plaids in all of these colors. 
These 
handkerchiefs are in squares the 
width of the goods, and in all the 
handsome wool cheviots. 


Madame Raymond gives the follow- 
ill us tration of these 
combiriations 
which may furnish suggestions for a 
less pretentious toilet. Dress of dark 
seal brown cashmere. Short^^ skirt 
trimmed with two very narrow pleat- 
ed flounces." (By the way short 
skirts are now the rule and trained 
skirts the exception, even for visiting 
and ball costumes, are only good form 
for tbe drawing room and for very 
stately receptions, or very full dress.) 


In front are two very large draperies 
of seal brown cashmere which cover 
the skirt to the waist and are joined to 
velvet demi skirt on each side 
beneath a large bow made of the same 
cashmere—Habit basque likewise of 
cashmere, opening over a plastron of 
ci&ele velvet, with seal brown figures 
of velvet on a gold satin ground.

Those skirts that have 
plaiu fronts and sidebreaths trimmed 
or untrimtnend, as the case may be, 
are the preierre I style. 


Sleeves of dresses are various shapes. 
Many are very plain, narrow and close | 
fitting, while others are loose, and 
some are even shirred at the shoulders 
and the wrists. A charming sugges- 
tion, where the small open sleeve 
is used, 
is 
to have an under 
sleeve 
of silk of

the facings in the costume. This 
under-sleeve will becloi^edatthe wiift 
and serves as a foundation to the 
handsome batiste cuflTs, trimmed with 
guipure that are now so fashionable.

The times are indeed good and 
prosperous but they are none too good 
and prosperous in the presence of 
multitudious 
temptations, 
It 
is 
true 
there 
is 
a 
great 
abundanca 
of 
good 
material 
and cheap that is fashionable and 
that is worn by those who can afford 
to buy whatever they fancy. 
It is 
also true that the same rules that are 
laid down for the costly fabrics hold 
good for the combination of cheaper 
material. But what woman, whose 
husband has a good business credit, 
is going to see her friends flourishing 
in these lustrous satins and velvets 
and deny herself? It takes a good 
deal of courage and heroism to stand 
the racket of a reckoning when the 
shop-keeper's bills and the milliner's 
bills come to hand, but there are 
women equal to this. We are free, 
however, to say that these beautiful 
things would be no compensation to 
us for a social earthquake of this sort, 
and in this discharge our conscience 
of all responsibility in these matters.
